Whereas thou calleſt thoſe of the reformed reli- | 
gion heretikes, they wil anſwere that they can better tel what 
they beleeue, then yqu what you do worſhip. That they be- 
leeue that ſaluation cõmeth from God, & the lambe, & that 
is the confeſſion of the Catholike Church, whereto all the.

Wherupon peeſtabliſh his new 
conqueſt;together wich the continuance of pour ſubiection, but vppon 
foxce,the ſwoꝛd, fetters, the vicw ol gibbet and great garriſons , vpon 
conſider ation with what people and men he ſhal haue to doo: Neuer 
doubt of this, neither thinke to reteiue other reward then your deſerts 
are wozthy of, But to pꝛoceed, accounting all thele conlider ations as 
nothing, and grant that you be mighty enough to peruert all lawes 
both of God and men, and to reuerle che ſucceſſion of pꝛinces, what wil 
ncuertheles becom? of this monarchy: Into hom many bꝛooks J pap 
vou ſhal the water of this great river be deuided, if pou once bꝛeak the 
naturall channell ther eo: The Spaniard wil ſhare out one pꝛouince, 
the D. of 4Laene wil hold another: che Barquize of Pont and the D. 
of Soy wil each of them put in toꝛ one: mam other loꝛdes wil be cat: 
ching. ow many petty tyꝛannies wil flip in:? ow mam ſmall com 
mon wealths wi: there be intruded, oꝛ how many towncs wil become 
cantons: Aud when this milerable face of our eſtate ſhall happen. ima 
gine what you ſhall be, and what ſhal become ef ; on, You ſhall be at 
continuall war with your neighboꝛs: one vals icur ney ſhall dune you 
out of the boundes of your countrey, 02as the birde confined into the 
cage, oꝛ the fith taken out ol the great ſeas and thꝛoſt into alitle bxook 
pou (hal tecle pour liberty oppꝛe ed, and daily ſhal you wiſh that you 
| had 
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vm neuer bene. But were al woiy reaſons dead with you, yet ſo 
deale as the kings themſeluea map be pour mtruction; neuer iudge of 
the heat of fire bꝛ oe po it uich it neither of the daylight befozepout 
open your eies: marke what you haut pet gained ſince the beginning 
of theſe troubles, and mto what Nate pour a taires are bꝛought. Pour 
towne is decaied pour treaſures dꝛemed, pour ſoꝛces bꝛoken, pour 
partakers conſumed, and all your particular belpes fo altered that fa- 
mine a ready opꝑꝛeſſech you,and the muſt:cc of pour cauſe criethout 
amame. God fighteth againſt pou, h. s fauour flieth from you, his ven- 
eance purſueth vou, al pour buſincſſe do go backward, and the ſucreſ:

Aud when the L. ol Montpenſiers pan 
nier bearers in the middeſt of Parts pꝛoclaimed his loſle and ouer⸗ 
thzow, vou (ce him as a ſuddame flaſh of lightening appeare at your 
gates. bing you the armies himſel'c , and with al to your coſtes fele 
him fozce pour ſubur bes wich ſuch an aſtoniſhment to pour pꝛatectoꝝ 
and ſuch a publike deſolatiou, that there was nothing heard but hows 
ling and crieng, ſo as there appeared neucr a one of your ſouldiers in 
the towne to deſeud it. and had not this pꝛince moꝛc leued yeur ſafties 
then pou your ſelues did, and witha l ſeared pour ſack and ſpoꝛle, you 
had vndoubtedly bene his and pour ſuccour had come too late.

ts erected in France this new ſouer aigne mag ſtrate : As nuche 
would the bathes of Paris in the time of Charles the ſixt, haue done 
io the Duke of Burgmwy) had they failed him, capeable of ſo greae 
folly: What a ieſt: Chat this ſout raigne vignitie, which during the 
kinges life, couldnot be conferreves anic whomſoener, no not by the 
eſtates of Francr,!! outd now begiumneothe D. of Bapne,and that 
by a ſmall number, euen ot the baſeft commoners of Parts, to the 
extreame content of all tſtates ,cſpeciafly ot the Nobilitie, whome 
as the woꝛthrelt member of the Monarchie, this matter moſte car 
neſtty : As alſo we ſte neuer a trie Gentleman ſo acknowledge hym, 
oz march vnder the banuer: but i anie haue ſo done, imme diatly vp» 
on better aduice hee hach recanted, accompting him no other then 
ſome pꝛouoſt of Marchants and ſherife in Paris, and pet not ſo ſa · 
lemnlpcreated as the maner is.

A petit yau wold 
but returne pour heads to the way that you chun, you ſhould as ſoone 
ſind together with pour adſured reſt all the good aud tontentation that 
yaur heart can deſire, You ord hauc ta do with a pꝛmce your natu⸗ 
rail king,tcplenihes with gaodnes and tlemencie, who opencth bis 
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armes vnto o, aud wil receive you bpon ſo iuſt and lawful conditi. 
ons that toꝛ niatters paſt you ſhall not need to ſtaude in fearc ot him. 
This is the ſureſt party fo} the French: F oꝛ as this head is the bonde 
tha: reailenv'cth al the mẽbers ot the monarchy x cenlſerueth their 
vnion, ſo v.1vothtedlp if he falle this bodo, it is impoſſiule but all the 
partes as it were the peeces ofa fhipwacke muſt needes hee beaten 
with the tempeſts and ſcattered inta contrary places. J knowe this 
that the leaſt wind hurteeh the tender eyed, æ that the ſmalleſt wandes 
doo ſharpen the (mar: ol thoſe whole minds are (et vpon diſcoꝛd, mas 
king them to koꝛget all loue ol peace : But wiſe men will neuer ſuffer 
bad paſſions tataie ady ſuch hold of them, but that there map alwais 
be found ſore good hope oz rcaſon.
